"The Germans, violently attacked o.n their right flank 


and sou th of the Marne," said the French war office of- 
ficial announcement last night, "have been compelled to 
retreat and cross the river." 


The French hold entire southern bank of the Marne. 


More than 20,000 prisoners and more than 400 guns have 
been captured. 


"No Germans remain, south of Hie Marne except pris- 


oners and dead." This message is sent by the Reuter 
correspondent at French headquarters and is limed Sat- 
urday evening. 


Out of the news filtering through the clouds of battle 


hanging over the ensanguined field between the Marne 
and Soissons there have come two significant reports 
during the past day. The allies are thundering at the 
gales of Soissons and the Germans arc retreating 
across the Marne between Fossoy and Oeuilly. 


German reserves rushed up to the weslern side of the 


Soissons-Ghaleau Thicrry-Rlieinis .salient have slowed 
down I he progress made by Ihe French and Americans, 
bui have apparently been unable lo do more ihan check 
it here and there along the front. 


The advance by the allies in Ihc first hours of the greal 


counter-stroke has not been maintained, but it is evident 
that hardly anywhere has the allied thrust been stopped. 
Reports from the front of battle indicate that the French 
and Americans have reached the edge of the plateau to 
Ihe southwest of Soissons and only a scant mile and a 
Jialf from the center of the city. 


Statements made by General March, American chief of 


slaff, indicate that there are upwards of 270,000 Ameri- 
cans engaged in the fighting south of Soissons. There 
are six divisions of Americans there—the First, Second, 
Third and Fourth regulars and the Twenty-sixth (New 
England) and the Twenty-eighth (Pennsylvania Nation- 
al Guard. 


General March said that 
the" maximum penetration 


along the line was ten miles, while the adverage depth of 
advance was seven miles. This is further than any ad- 
vance shown in French official reports, and it is possible 
that General March's statements arc based on informa- 
tion not as yet made public in Paris.

think a man of us really slept. After 
a while I asked a sentry if 1 could go 
outside for a minute, but for some rea- 
son he would not let m«.

The 
men began to "fall one by one, some 
crying or swearing, but most of them 
"going along without a word. Those 
who,-went down were smashed in the 
head with rifle butts or belts. 


.Finally we arrived, at. a, little rail- 


road station, and had to stand in the 
snow for over an hour while the en- 
gine ran up and down the tracks hook- 
ing on cars. When we finally got in 
the cars we were frozen stiff. I could 
hardly walk, and some of the boys 
simply could not move without intense 
pain.

They loaded twelve men into each 


compartment, and detailed" a guard of 
six men to each car. The windows In 
the cars were all smashed, and every- 
thing about the cars was dirty. 


Finally the train stopped at a town 


named Alt-Damm, and there was a 
mob of women and children around, 
as usual, ready for us with bricks and 
spit. They stoned us through the car 
windows, and laughed and Jeered at 
us, but by this time we were so used 
to it that we did not mind much.
